‘modeling’, because you're selling your image. 
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‘There are so many girls out there that don't look anything 
like their photos, I think it becomes ‘false advertisement. 
‘And in a way this false advertisement is very unfair, put- 
ting a lot of pressure on other girls, that constantly seek 
perfection and suffer to become like one of those girls 
in the photo (that at the end of the day look exactly like 
them!), But again, is just my opinion. 





What docs k mean te you the pin-up world?

What equipment do you use? Why? 
1 shoot with Canon and work on a Mac, using different 
lenses with fixed focal length. 1 could choice between 
Nikon and Canon because Hasselblad was to expensive 
and I went for canon. All the other brands are for ama- 
teurs. 

1 use studio flashes connected with a wireless system and 
use Strobist travel flashes with color gels as highlights, 
for in the background, or light the location in creative 
ways. 


In the digital era, can anyone be a photographer? 
‘There is obviously a difference between taking a picture 
and being a photographer, In a way it's like the saying re- 
ading a book about guitars makes you a guitar player. But 
yes if you really want to and practice, you can become 
‘one. It also goes for programmers, designers, and sales pe- 
ople. The Internet is filled with information to become 
anything you want, some fields of work still require a 
study and with things like medicine that’s a good thing. 
But you do have to go for it, practice, learn, build your bu- 
siness and go for it! You're not a photographer if you have 
a full time job, then it's just a hobby. 


How important are wardrobe and make-up in the final 
result? 

‘The further I go the more important it gets, the right clo- 
thing that fits the model well and using MUA really im- 
proves the quality of the work. Make-up is maybe even 
‘more important, clothing can be a choice or style you 
might not like but a model with the right make-up looks 
more beautiful or fitting to the concept and will make the 
work a lot nicer to look at. 


Is there any person you specially would love to have in 
front of your camera?

CLOTHING 


Your Fetish photographer and Why? 
I'ma professional photographer, as “Guldor” I work as a 
fetish and subculture fashion photographer, got into the 
latex fashion because | love to clothing, the sex appeal and 
the extravagance of it. It's a sexy subculture and 1 seem 
to love tight (shiny) clothing. I love things out of the or- 
dinary and latex photography just fits me on many levels. 





Mow do you prepare your sessions? 

Most of the time I have an idea or a location in mind and 
1 start to work this out with moodboards and write down 
the concept into a concept plan. With this plan 1 will go 
ош to find the model(s) that fit in nicely. Sometimes 1 
work with a model I know again but I also use ModelMay- 
hem and facebook to look for new and interesting models 
to work with. If needed I also start looking for other peo- 
ple, mua, clothing, locations or things 1 need to created 
the photoshoot. When everything is ready and the date is 
there 1 usually make a light plan the day before that I use 
as my starting point for the light setup. When its time for 
the shoot I always make sure I have some drinks and co- 
okie's ready for everyone. After we have chatted a bit and 
gone trough the plan of the day, its time go. 





Have you ever run out of inspiration during a photos- 
hoot? 

My mind and computer are filled with so many ideas and 
concepts. It does happen that the model or me runs out of 
energy, and its time to stop. And occasionally when I work 
with а “new/ starting” model it can happens that she does 
not have that much poses and then it can be a bit harder 
to come up with new ones on the spot that work for her 
(or him). 


Do you like sharing all pictures or do you keep some 
only for you? 

1 edit more then 1 put out there, when everything is done, 
some of the final images are just less then the rest and it 
happens that they never see the light for day. But the 


model also gets the final edited shots so they sometimes 
end up on there portfolio's. 1 also send a selection of non 
used/ edited images to the model when it’s a ТЕР shoot. 
Because she was part of the shoot and has the right to see 
‘more and have the possibility to learn from the ones that 
did not got picked. It has a watermark on it so its not usa- 
ble and only me and the model will ever see them. 


Can feelings be portrayed? 
I think movies are the best way to show a feeling, but yes 
you can use photography. It will work better if you have a 
bit ofa back-story and/ or its part of a series, to really get 
the feeling across, It also depends on the viewer, how 
much time you spent looking at the photo(s) and how 
much you appreciate art and understand it. 


‘What is the most tedious task in photography? 

‘The production next to the real business parts can be hard. 
I'm more of a creative person and these things require 
another set of skills. 1 have managed to get assignments, 
cool locations, clothing and everything. But it’s hard and 
takes a lot of energy. 


Have you ever dreamt something and when waking up 
thought: "I have to express it through a picture"? 
Most of my dreams are way to weird, but I would love to 
create these kinds of things. But sadly this will require a 
lot of work and money that is just not there right now. But 
1 do have some projects shoots in the making that are shif- 
ting more into this direction. 


We will sleep in our bus, with models, in hostels and tour 
with bands. But we are also looking for couch surfing ad- 
dresses and anyone who can help us out with a bit of ga- 
soline, food or photo assignments. We both have out photo 
business and can shoot from corporate to real estate. We 
will be like drifters, entrepreneurs and Rock-stars. Con- 
nected to this trip there will be a Youtube channel, mailing 
list and photo-blog to follow us around and where we give 
funny photo tutorials, model interviews, backstage footage 
and travel video's. The project is still in the concept face 
and there might be a crowdfunding page to buy us a nice 
van. And we are looking for sponsors to help out with the 
extra video, sound and assurance costs. If you follow me 
on Facebook (Facebook.com/GuldorPhotography) their 
will be announcements and links on there when things are 
ready! 


And finally, would you like adding something for our 
readers? 

Life of an artist can be hard. If you have the money for it, 
buy something ones in a while. A calendar, print, digital 
download or something. So the artists, photographers or 
models you love can go on with what they are doing.
